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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-3 and 5 remain rejected under 35 USC 
101 for the reasons already of record on pages 2-6 of the Office Action dated 5/16/03 and under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for the 
reasons already of record on page 6 of that Office Action. Applicants argue that the present protein encodes a voltage-gated potassium 
channel invloved in heart conditions and that this protein is 99% identical to known voltage-gated potassium channels and maps to a 
specific chromosome location. However, the specification does not disclose the biological significance of this protein, e.g., as compared to 
other potassim channels, nor does the specification link this protein to a specific disease state. The link to PFHBI does not appear to be in 
the specification as orignailly filed, nor does the specification teach how to use the protein of the invention to treat PFHBI. The fact that th 
polynucleotide maps to a chromosomal location is not specific to the polynucleotide of the prsent invention, nor is this a substantial 
utility. Example 10 of the PTO Utility Training Guidelines discusses a DNA ligase, a protein with a known function. The protein of the 
present invention does not have a specific function as disclosed in the specification, nor does the SNP provide any specific information on 
how to use the protein, nor what the artisan would do with this information. Claims 1-3 and 5 remain rejected, under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, since they lack utility as discussed above . 
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
